IRRIGATION 
CONVENTION 
KESO- 


' The} resolutions. adopted by the In- 
ternatiom7rifrigatiori Congress at Los 
Angeles are presented in the JOURNAL. 
The Secretary of thf National Execu- 
tive Committee in a note accompaniug 
the platform says: 


"The question of the future is irriga- 


tion; it is greater than that of silver or 
tho tariff; it is the question of exist- 
ence and to place the address before 
the people is the duty of the press of 
Arid America. 


A million happy hornet! can be created 


on the deserts of tho arid States by a 
union of brains, money and water. To 
arouse the people to a proper apprecia- 
tion of this is the purpose of the ad- 
dress." 


The question of the general govern- 


ment granting the arid lands to the 
several States and Territories in which 
they are situated waB discussed at 
length in the Congress and the senti- 
ment of the delegates was against it. 
This ia not in accord with the views 
expressed by a few individuals and one 
gold bug paper in Nevada. 


That the irrigation question is of 


great importance to tho arid region 
there is no doubt. Nearly all the pub- 
lic domain outside the arid belt has 
been disposed of by the general gov- 
ernment to corporations, speculators 
and actual settlers. As the population 
is increasing at tho rate of two millions 
or rnoro annually tLero will necessar- 
ily in the near future be a demand for 
lauds in the arid belt. Capital will be 
on the alert to supply this demand the 
moment money can be made by doing 
so, and storage reservoirs will be built 
and irrigation systems established to 
reclaim every aero that can be made 
productive. At present, however, with 
wheat selling at tidewater at about a 
cent a pound there in no profit in rais- 
ing grain for export in Nevada and 
owing to the depression iu silver min- 
ing it doen not require increased acer- 
age to supply tho homo market. The 
farmers, therefore, are us much inter- 
ested as the miners in the silver ques- 
tion, and should oucleavor to convert 
tho goldbugs or, failing in that, use 
their ballots to defeat them, as their 
principles are detrimental to every in- 
dustry in the State.

Senator Sherman has received a 


statement 
from 
Secretary 
Carlisle 


relative to the bullion in the treasury, 
seignorage, etc. The Secretary says 
that of the treasury notes issued under 
tho Sherman act $5:2,395,840 have been 
redeemed in gold. The seignorage in 
the treasury on coinage under the 
Sherman act amounts to $6,276,098 and 
the silver bullion on baud October 1st 
amounted to 133,560,310 ounces, costing 
$124,561,428. This amount, tho .Secre- 
tary thinks, will bo increased by the 
October purchased to 137,666,257 ounces, 
tho cost of which will be $125,888,929 
and the coinage value $180,320,008, giv- 
iug a seiguorage of :• ."'1,431,080. 


According to this showing there are 


$83,493,089 iu treasury notes outstand- 
ing against tho silver bullion in the 
treasury. 
This 
bullion, 
if 
coined, 


would be worth $180,320,008, and the 
profit which tho Government would 
derive from tho coinage, $54,431,080. 
These coins could, at the option of the 
Secretary, bo used for redeeming the 
notes issued in payment of the bullioB, 
as only tho purchas-ing clause of the 
Sherman act is repealed. As the coin- 
age of silver dollars is suspended, the 
treasury notes have to bo redeemed in 
gold, for tho reason that there are no 
silver dollars in the treasury available 
for tho purpose. Six weeks ago silver 
dollars sold at a premium in New York 
city. The treasury could not supply 
them in exchange tor gold, as all the 
standard dollars in the treasury were 
held to redeem silver notes and none 
were being coined nt the mints. Now 
that the receipts of the Government 
fall several millions short of the ex- 
penditures every month, it is probable 
that a part of the silver bullion will be 
coined to make up the deficiency, un- 
less Sherman's ideas prevail and bonds 
are issued. 


THE WORLD'S 
tfAIK. 


The World's Fair at Chicago is yet 


open to visitors though closed officially. 
Tn consequence of the assassination of 
Mayor HarrisQn the closing of the fair, 
which, iu view of its success, was to be 
an occasion of rejoicing, was marked 
only by the firing of cannon and lower- 
ing of flags. 


Statistics relating to the fair are now 


given to the public. Tho total attend- 
ance was 27,000,000, of whom 21,458,910 
paid for admission and 5,953,878 were 
admitted free. The free admissions in- 
clude exhibitors, employes, concession- 
aires and members of the press. The 
admissions exceeded those of the Paris 
Exhibition by several millions and of 
the Centennial Exhibition by nearly 
20,000,000. 


An estimate of the receipts and dis- 


bursements show that about $10,500,000 
was paid at the gate by visitors and the 
amount received for concessions was 
about $4,0000,000. The souvenir coins 
and premiums amounted to about $2,- 
000,000 and the interest on deposits to 
$100,000. 
The* miscellaneous receipts' 


•were about $700,000 and the capital 
stock from individual subscribers to 
$10,000,000, making the total amount 
over $28,000,000. 


The total cost of the exposition is 


estimated at $25,000,000. This includes 
buildings, grounds and administration.

WASHINGTON, November 1.—At 2 p. si. 


Wilson closed debate on the repeal bill 
and demanded a vote. 


Bland moved to commit the bill to 


the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures, with instructions to re- 
port the law of 1837, which would pro- 
vide for free coinage at 16 to 1. The 
motion was defeated—107 to 175. 


Bryan announced that the anti-repeal 


men would no longer filibuster, as there 
were too few silver men ready to join 
in such a proceeding. He called on the 
American people to send to the next 
Congress Representatives enough to 
solve the financial question indepen- 
dently of the influence or interference 
of foreign governments. Then the roll 
call began on concurrence in the Sen- 
ate amendment and the final passage of 
the bill. 


At 2:50 the House, by a vote of 191 to 


94, concurred in Senate amendments 
and the repeal bill goes to the Presi- 
dent for his signature.

The, Interment Took Place at Grace- ' 


land Cemetery. 


CHICAGO, November 1.—With solemn 


pomp and imposing ceremonies be- 
fitting the interment of the Chief Mag- 
istrate of the World's Fair city and his j 
dramatic fate, Carter H. Harrison's 
body was escorted to Graceland Cem- 
etery to-day by an immense throng of 
sorrowing citizens. 


All night long two lines of people 


passed steadily by the bier on which 
the remains lay in state in the City 
Hall corridor. 


How many thousands looked into the 


casket during the 24 hours the body lay 
in state it is impossible to estimate. 
After the doors were closed the re- 
mains were borne from the black-draped 
corridor and placed in the funeral car. 
As the car drew into line the march 
was taken up and thousands who had 
gathered in honor of the dead moved 
slowly through the crowded streets 
with banners draped and to the music 
of funeral marches by bands distrib- 
uted at intervals through the long 
line. 


Arrived at the church the remains 


were carried in and deposited in front 
of the chancel, where in an impressive 
manner the solemn service for the dead 
were performed, at the close of which 
the procession again took up the line 
of march to Graceland Cemetery- 


Although the military walked eight 


abreast and the carriages were driven 
close together three abreast and the 
great number of society members in 
line moved in close order, it required 
several hours for the procession to 
pass a given point.

The International Irrigation Con- 


gress, assembled at Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, for the five days beginning Oct- 
ober 10, 1893, composed of delegates 
from this and foreign countries, an- 
nounces the following statement of its 
views as the deliberate conclusions of 
the reprepentatives of the Western 
States and Territories: 


"Writing to an American friend many 


years ago Macauley said:

Wages will be as 
low and will fluctuate as much with 
you as with us.

THE AMD AND PUBLKlgX^AIN. 


The public lands that g§if; belong to 


the people of the United-States are for 
the most part arid or semi-arid, requir- 
ing an artificial application of water to 
render them productive. They lie be- 
tween the 97th, meridian and the Pacific 
Ocean, and are.'<Uvided between seven- 
teen States and Territories. 
This 


domain is estimated by the General 
Land Office to contain 542,000,000 acres. 
Enough of land is arable to provide 
homes and farms for millions of people. 
The portion which can never be culti- 
^ated is valuable for range purposes«or 
for forest reservations. Notwithstand- 
ing the present condition of these arid 
lands, we confidently predict that they 
will become the seat of the highest 
civilization and of the greatest aver- 
age prosperity yet developed on this 
continent. 
The intensive 
scientflc 


cultivation rendered possible by irri- 
gation results in the largest coaceiv- 
able developement of independence 
and prosperity on the fewest possible 
number of acres. 
The conditions of 


social life which naturally grow up in a 
region of small farms are among the 
strongest attractions of the irrigated 
districts of the West. It is the experi- 
ence of the world that the acre value 
of land increases as the farm unit di- 
minishes. The reclamation of the arid 
public domain means the improvement 
of the people's estate and the conse- 
quent addition of a vast sum to the 
national wealth.

NEEDED NATIONAL LEGISLATION. 


To devise laws which will assist the 


work 
of reclamation, iand 
furnish 


proper safeguards alike to the public 
and private interests, while recogniz- 
ing the rights of the nation, on one 


j hand, and of the States, on the other, is 
a task that may not be lightly under- 
taken. We shall suggest a means by 
which it may be accomplished within 
a reasonable period, but in the mean- 
time there are important things which 
may be done by legislation. Nothing 
must be allowed to jeopardize inter- 
state streams, and it is highly import- 
ant that the drainage areas of these 
streams should be promptly known 
and defined at once, in a wsy sufficient 
for the purpose here in view and not 
awaittheresults of a thorough technical 
inquiry, which should follow in its 
train and for its needed purposes. The 
pastoral lands, especially within these 
drainage areas, should also, in our 
judgment, be reserved for the present 
from sale or permanent disposal. The 
net results for leasing the same for 
range purposes should be used for de- 
veloping a possible water supply, to 
the end that stock farms and homes 
may be created thereon, instead of 
cattle ranges, as at present. The whole 
subject of national legislation should 
be investigated by federal authority, 
and as a means to this end, we suggest 
the appointment of a non-partisan na- 
tional commission, to be named at once 
and instructed to report as soon as 
possible. 


The importance of the development 


of wise local laws and the control of 
waters lying wholly within the in- 
dividual States constitute reasons for 
the early admission of the Territories 
into the Union. 


We favor the limitation of the amount 


of land that may be taken up by 
settlers under systems of irrigation to 
forty acres, and predict that in the 
future it will be found desirable to re- 
duce the amount still further, and

A NATIONAL QUESTION. 


The progress thus far made in the 


reclamation, of the arid regions has 
been in the line of social effort and in- 
dividual enterprise. Nevertheless, the 
problem of conquering these deserts 
is national in its essence. These lands 
are the heritage of the American people. 
To have a home upon them is the birth- 
right of every American child. 
The 


condition under which they shall be 
reclaimed and acquired by the settler 
must be founded on the recognition of 
these facts. There Jare Jalso questions 
between States which require national 
legislation and oversight, and however 
western men might desire to settle the 
problem which nature has placed be- 
fore them, the result cannot be attained 
except through national legislation. 


EXISTING CONDITIONS. 


The laws now governing waters and 


lands in a number of States and Terri- 
tories are inadequate and dangerous. 
Streams are appropriated under tax 
and conflicting State laws, and theMab- 
sorption of interstate watera ..promises ,

The law 
has become in its execution the instru- 
ment of corporations, who acquire land 
for $1 25 per acre, reclaim it at ^n aver- 
age cost of $8 15 per acre, and sell it 
back again to the people upon profit- 
able terms named only by themselves. 


We declare it to be the correct prin- 


ciple that -water in natural channels 
and beds is public property; and when, 
under the law of any State, vested 
rights have been secured thereto, such 
rights, like all other private property, 
may be supervised for beneficial pur- 
poses and be condemned for public 
uses, under the exercise of tbe power 
of eminent domain. 


We declare that all streams rising in 


one State and flowing by natural 


we 


favor the restriction of the privilege of 
taking up the public lands to citizens 
of the United States. This has be- 
come necessary with increase of popu- 
lation and is also desirable as render- 
ing mor%difflcult the acquirements of 
lands for speculative purposes. We 
call attention to the growing import- 
ance of the storage problem, and de- 
mand rigid National and State super- 
vision of dams and other works, in 
order to protect life and property. 


We especially urge the importance 


of an enlightened policy for the care 
and preservation of the forests against 
wanton destruction by flre and other- 
wise. We indorse the policy of forest 
and storage reservations covering the 
mountain water sheds of the West. 
The importance of due caro and protec- 
tion of these water sheds to maintain 
the perennial flow of springs and 
streams, and to prevent floods and tor- 
rents, demands the establishment of a 
wise forestry system. 
Pending the 


establishment of such an organization, 
we favor the use of detachments of the 
United States army to protect all the 
Western mountain water sheds from 
injuries detrimental to the highest use 
of the valley lands. 


Sums amounting to millions in the 


aggregate have been paid to the Gov- 
ernment for lands in the semi-arid re- 
gion which were understood to be fit 
for agriculture without irrigation. The 
experience of years, during which set- 
tlers and their families have suffered 
the severest hardships, demonstrates 


There shall be appointed by the Na- 


tional Executive Committee of the Irri- 
gation Congress a Commission for each 
State and Territory in the arid or semi- 
arid regions, consisting of five mem- 
bers each, who shall be competent and 
experienced men. These Commissions 
shall at once enter upon a careful in- 
vestigation of the conditions existing in 
each of their States or Territories, and 
then formulate plans looking to the 
adoption of a national policy to be sup- 
plemented by appropriate local laws. 


The results of the investigations of 


these several Commissions shall be 
submitted to the next Irrigation Con- 
gress, at a time to be designated by the 
Executive Committee, not exceeding 
one year hence, and upon their reports 
the final and definite declarations of 
the people of the Western States and 
Territories may be based. By this 
means we hope within a reasonable 
time to suggest a satisfactory irrigation 
policy to the Nation and to the States 
and Territories, and we hereby declare 
our purpose to erect it upon broad 
foundations of justice and equity, with 
due regard for the rights of both labor 
and capital. 


STATE LEGISLATION. 


We endorse the principle of the dis- 


trict irrigation law of California, com- 
monly known as the " Wright Law," as 
a wise step in the direction of the pub- 
lic ownership of irrigation works. 
While we do not assert that it is suited 
to the needs of unsettled localities, or 
that it cannot be improved in some of 
its minor details, wo do declare that 
experience has demonstrated its use- 
fulness, its fairness and its economy. 


We advise each State which embraces 


any part of the arid domain, and which 
has not already provided for irrigation 
supervision and engineering, to do so 
at its next legislative session, and to 
vigorously prosecute the work of inves- 
tigating the extent to which further 
irrigation work can be carried on with 
success and profit.

Escape of a Traveling Mail nt

At the Lafayette hotel barroom about 


9 o'clock Monday evening, says the 
Silver titalt, H. J. Darling, a traveling 
man for Baker & Hamilton, Sacra- 
mento, was accidentally shot by Joseph 
Germain, proprietor of the hotel. 
When the accident occurred Mr. Ger- 
main was behind the bar and Mr.

The 


bullet struck Mr. Darling in the left 
breast and he fell to the floor and it 
was at first supposed he was fatally 
wounded.

Hanson and Cart- 
wright summoned. They found that 
the ball had entered about two inches 
to the left and a little above the left 
nipple, but had miraculously been de- 
flected from its course by striking a 
rib and lodged in the back, where it 
was located and cut out.

To deal with the arid public domain 


is one of the mighty tasks of the future. 
It means not only the conquest of a 
new agricultural empire and a tromen- 


contribution to the national 


wealth of the future, but it involves 
the development of new forms of civili- 
zation and will give new life to popular 
institutions. It is a high and sacred 
trust, and hi so far as it may become 
the peculiar concern of Western men, 
they will be true to its great obliga- 
tions. But they approach the matter 
in no spirit of petty sectionalism. 
They invite the co-operation of all their 
countrymen, East as well as West, 
North as well as South. While mining 
and all its kindred employments are 
vastly important to the Western States, 
directly and indirectly, the irrigation 
industry is and must ever be their 
supreme interest. 
Under just laws 


and proper national encouragement it 
will add new lustre to the American 
name.

Riderless Hursts Goaded to rurlous Speed 


With Halls of Prickles. 


The prizes for these races -were called 


palii, and were usually pieces of brocade 
or some other rich stuff, which was 
thrown over the back of the horse that 
won and so displayed to the people. -"We 
also hear of a procession of the palii, so 
no doubt they often took the form of 
banner. The nobles used to deposit them 
in their chapels, and in the last days of 
the papal government the French sol- 
diers substituted for the procession of the 
palii that of the bue grasso. 


The pope's dragoons used to gallop 


through the Corso to clear it before the 
race, and to warn the people that it 
had actually started. Either mortars 
were fired or trumpets blown, but acci- 
dentri were perpetually occurring, and 
when in 1886 two people were killed just 
below the balcony where stood the Queen 
Margherita, the Earbary races were for- 
bidden in the Corso for the future, though 
renewed last year in a very much modi- 
fied form around the Piazza del Popolo. 


The horses had no riders, but carried 


two balls of lead, covered with prickles, 
loosely attached by leather thongs be- 
low the neck and on the back. So of 
course the harder they galloped the more 
these prickly balls danced np and down 
and goaded them on. 


Dashing furiously along the Corso, 


they were past almost before people 
knew that they had started, and in such 
a narrow street, with such a crush of 
people on either side and somebody al- 
ways trying to cross at the last moment 
or stepping out of the throng to see if 
they were coming, it was small wonder 
that it was a dangerous game, though 
of course the danger was in part also 
the attraction. 


A sheet was stretched across the street 


to catch the horses at the back of Piazza 
Venezia, in the passage still called Via 
della Bipresa de Barberi, in front oi 
whioivwas a cord covered with wet rec! 
paint. This dropped before the rush oi 
the foremost horse, leaving a streak oi 
paint on his chest, and thus all knew at 
onco which was the winner,—Gentle- 
man's Magazine. 


A Loud Telephone. 


An English paper describes a telephone 


which will talk loud enough for a person 
in any part of a large room to hear anc 
understand. Mr. Graham, the inventor, 
has succeeded not so much by an im- 
provemnt on the existing telephones as 
by hia method of arranging the circuil 
and bringing its resistance as low as 
possible. To this end the usual Induc- 
tion coil is discarded, and the two instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, are di- 
rectly connected in circuit with the line 
and the battery. The transmitter at one 
end of tho line is connected to the re- 
ceiver at tho other end, and two separate 
lines are employed having a common re- 
turn wire. Two correspondents can thus 
talk quite freely with each other, and as 
tho receivers speak out so as to be heari 
in any part of a room conversation can 
be carried on by each person simply 
speaking to his transmitter. 


The apparatus is attached to flexible 


conductors and is held in the hand. To 
open a conversation it is sufficient to 
pick up the portable transmitter anc 
press u button' in its casing, so as to es- 
tablish the circuit. The receiver at the 
other end acts as its own call bell by the 
londnesa of its voice, and the response 
comes equally prompt and loud. The 
user has therefore no need to listen care- 
fully with one or two receivers held up 
to his head. All he has to do is to speak 
into his transmitter and keep his ears 
opun. 


Sisterly Devotion. 


The beautiful Margaret of Navarre 


was devoted to her brother, Francis I. 
When he was apparently dying at Ma- 
drid* sho found her way to him through 
privation and danger and succeeded in 
effecting iiis deliverance. When he was 
ill at a distance from her, she went every 
clay aud sat clown on a stone in the mid- 
dle of the road to catch the first glimpse 
of a messenger afar off, 
And she said: 


'•Ah! whoever shall come to announce 


the recovery of the king, my brother, 
though ho be tired, jaded, soiled, di- 
sheveled, I will kiss him and embrace 
Mm as though he were the finest gentle- 
man in the kingdom." 


When he died, she seemed literally 


heartbroken, and she did not long sur- 
vive him.—Youth o < mnpanion.
